A GHOST THAT WILL NOT DOWN, 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Wasaineron, D. C., June 3.— The arrest 
of William E. Spencer, alias Brockway, in 
New York, on the charge of having been con- 
nected with the theft from the Treasury Build- 
ing of a certain (rofler) bed-plate used in 
stam ping coupon bonds to be vut in circulation 
renews the sensation that has been pending 
for some time with regard to the stolen bond- 
plate. The indictment under which Brock- 
way was arrested is the one recently found 
here by the District grand jury. It charges 
Brock way with having taken from the Treas- 
ury Departwent, on a specified dav, the 
bed-plate mentioned in the warrant 
A dispatch received here from 


New York tonight says that Brockway will 
| be brought here tomorrow, and that the pro- 


ceedings against him will doubtless be be- 
gun on Monday. 

Iv IS A FACT 
that the Treasury for sume weeks has been 


conducting an investigation into the reported 


theft of certain materials from the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, from which the 
plate was wade, upon which the bonds cap- 
tured uvon Doyle were printed. It is also a 
fact that the strongest efforts have been made 
by the Treasury authorities to keep the niat- 
ter entirely secret, Knowledge of the inves- 
tigatiun, of its purposes. and of its progress was 
limited to a eumparatively few persons, and 
the strictest Injunedions were laid upon them 
as to absolute sectedy. Not more than six 
persons in Wasbtifigton know the full details 
of the story, and dearly all of hem tiave 
some Official connection with the tnquiry. 
The authorities Have been unable to keep en- 
titely secret the fact that an investigacion 
was going on, and the publications frum time 
— une in these disbatehes, it is learued, have 
en 
A SURPRISE TO THE AUTHORITIES, 

The investigatlon began at the instance of 
friends and agents.of Doyle, who claimed to 
have iu their pesgsession a genuine plate, 
stolen from the Treasury Deparunent. They 
maintained that it was the identical plate 
trom which tue bonds were printed, and that 
Brockway bad deceived the authorities eu- 
rely in the statements he had made with 
regard to it, and on the basis of which he 
vbiained his release. The claim was, to use 
pon-cechnieal language, that there were four 
plates or impressions from the genuine bed- 
plates alwa)s taken inthe Bureau of Kograv- 
ing and Printumc at of which were genuine, 
and which differed from each other in minor 
particulars, as the Duyle bond differs from 
those printed from the genuine plates, The 
fact of these four impressions is, of course, 
known to the officials of the Bureau of Eu- 
graving and Printing, and should be known 
to the secret-service vificers, and bas been 
commuuicated to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. At all events, the plate was claimed to 
be genuine, and 

THE FULL HISTORY 
was given to the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the manner in whieh it was taken frum the 
Treasury, the persou who took it, the person 
into - hands it was taken, and 
its entire record from that day until it 
was surrendered to the Secretary of 
Treasury and a receipt taken for it, some 
weeks ago. The iffurmation, if true, shows 
very clearly that Doyle was wuch deeper in 
the matter than had ever been supposed, and 
that in some way he-had become possessed 
ot the original plate, while an iwitation or an 
elect: etype of it was buried by brock way in 
the Lone Island wauds.

against fires which may originate in the 
frame settlements beyond. Another rea- 
son why the outlying districts of the 
city would be a constant menace of 
destruction by fire if they were 
built up of wood is because the 
streets are unimproved, and it is impossible 
to get the fire-engines into service promptly, 
and the force of the water supply is consiu- 
erably weakened by the distance. On the 
whole, the scheme which Mayor Harrison is 
said to favor (and we fear for selfish consid- 
erations) is as objectionable as Cullerton's. 
and should be resisted just as obstinately by 
the best influences in the city. 

The underwriters had a meeting during 
the past week and adopted a resolution noti- 
fying the Council that any legislation extend- 
ing the construction of frame buildings with- 
in the city limits will entail a material ad- 
vance in insurance rates. This notice is not 
to be accepted and should not be resented 
as in the nature of a threat. An advance 
in insurance rates will be simply an in- 
evitable consequence of an increased num- 
ber of wooden fire-traps. The insurance 
companies cannot afford to take extra 
hazardous risks at the same compensation 
they ask for diminished risks. Their losses 
are bound to be increased, and they will 
be compelled to inerease their rev- 
enues in ease the fire vrdinance shall 
be disturbed. Some of the safest compa- 
nies, with vivid recollection of their former 
experiences in Chicago, will withdraw fron 
the city altogether; others will refuse to take 
risks upon frame buildings, or even brick 
buildings which are in special danger from 
contiguity to wooden districts; anu all will 
increase their rates to an exteut that will im- 
pose an additional tax upon the business and 
property of the city amounting to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars per anuum. The ad- 
ditional loss by fires by the increased ex- 


peuses of the Fire Department and the in- 


creased rates of insurance will exceed by 
several times the aggregate difference be- 
tween the cost of brick and frame houses 
that shall be erected. The only gainers will 
be a few real-estate owners and speculators, 
who may be able to improve with frame 
houses property that is now idle, or to sell it 
out in lots to individuals at an enormous ad- 
vance over what they paid for it by the acre. 
Shall the city forfeit all the advaniages it 
has gained from the present fire ordinance 
in order to favor a small class of specu- 
lators? Is the present Council prepared to 
ell out the interests of the whole coummuni- 
ty fo those fellows?

THE STRIKE IN THE IRON AND STEEL 
MILLS. 


It is one of the peculiarities of the present 
disturbance of the labor market that the cost 
of living, computing under that general head 
the prices of food and rent, is as great to- 
day as it was during the years when the 
currency of the country had a nominal value 
in excess of the real. Bread and meat now 
command unusual prices—as high almost as 
they were in the war times, with we differ- 
ence that at that time all other things, inciud- 
ing wages, were also inflated. It is peculiar 
that while trade and general production haye 
fallen off, when the stagnation in traffic has 
arrested the sale of goods of all kinds, when 
railroad travel and transportation have di- 
minished beyond all precedent, that the pri- 
mary cost of living should become so greatly 
increased. The railroads of the United 
States have no serious contention now as to 
the rates of transportation. They are not 
embarrassed at this time fur the want of cars 
in which to move the merchandise to and 
from the East aud West. The sicde-tracks 
along all the trunk lines and their feed- 
ers are occupied by freight-cars, empty 
and unemployed. There are no disputes 
about rates; the rallrvads are willing to haul 
all the merchandise that is offered them and 
at shippers’ terms. The net earnings per 
mile of the railways show a lamentable re- 
duction, and nearly every company is seek- 
ing to reduce its daily loss by a reduction of 
its expenses and the discharge of wurkmen 
for whom it has no longer any work. 

The manufacturers who give employment 
more particularly to those who are ranked as 
skilled work men find themselves embarrassed 
by a decline of prices. Steel rails, which 
commanded during 1881 ready sale at $60 per 
ton, are now sold at $50. Though that price 
itself is an extravagant one, it is still a de- 
cline in the current prices. Had the irop and 
steel interests been content with reasonable 
or even liberal profits during the great boom, 
the demand for thelr goods would Rot have 
been interrupted. As in all cases of ex- 
travagant prices, the boom of 1881 was fol- 
lowed by a falling off in consumption, a 
falling off in orders, and a falling off in sales. 


= r. —— work men unto 
selves tet these manufacturers, under the 
pretense that they wish to make labor inde- 
pehdent and wages equal to the cost of liv- 
ing, have obtained from Congress a legal au- 
thority to extort from consumers an average 
of 60 per cent additional to the ordinary 
price of their wares. The workman, unfort- 
unately, while taxed like all other persons 
on all he consumes to pay this bounty to bis 
employers, has no like legal aathority to en- 
furce a demand on his part for higher wages. 
They have no direet protection from the tar- 
iff; they are dependent on the generosity of 
their emvloyers. 

These observations are made with direct 
reference to the questions in controversy 
between the mawufacturers and the skilled 
workmen employed in the iron and steel 
millls and furnaces. The prices of iron and 
steei in June, 1882, are not as high as they 
were in June, 1881, during the great boom of 
that year, but they are 25 per cent higher 
than they were in June, 1880. How the rates 
of wages which the workmen now demand 
compare with those paid ia 1880 and 1881 is a 
matter that undoubtedly is well known to 
both parties. With respect to other em- 
ployments the quesdlons at issue between 
employers and those on a strike are subject 
to various circumstances. There is a ailfer- 
ence between the skilled mechanical labor 
and that of the ordinary later. The latter, 
as in the case of the brickmabe 3, Is of a kin‘ 
for which a man of strenath can qualify 
himself in a few days, and is ofa kind for 
which there are ten men seeking employment 
where one alone is needed. While all men of 
all trades and occupations feel the severe 
pressure of the increased cost of living, 
and while the wages of labor are largely 
subject to the law of supply and demand, 
it does not by any meaus follow that 
in case of differences a strike is always 
the proper or even justifiable remedy. In- 
deed, the cases where a strike is successful, 
and where success could only be obtained by 
that means, are so rare and exceptional that 
it may be said to be never advisable, Peace- 
ful and rational means in the lung run are 
far more profitable. The strike of 40,000 me- 
chanics in the iron trade will involve in a 
very few weeks the loss of a milion of dol- 
lars of wages. These 40,000 men would be 
much stronger with these millions of dollars 
in their pockets. They could agitate just as 
effectively with four dollars a day in their 
pockets or in their domestic treasury as they 
can without that much money. They can 
appeal to their employers, and to the general 
public, and cau explain and substantiate the 
injustice of which they are the victims while 
receiving a million dollars a month in the 
shape of wages fully as efficiently as they 
can without that much money, and while en- 
during the privations and distress of a total 
want of income. 

THE STRUGGLE FOR L'FE. 

We are often made aware of the desperate 
character of the struggle for existence in the 
ranks of the human race by reports of fam- 
ines which destrey life at an appalling rate— 
hundreds of thousands of men, wowen, and 
children being swept away in a single year. 
But the strugaie for existence is not con- 
fined to members of the human race: it ex- 
tends to every department of the animal and 
vegetable kingdoms. It is this struggle that 
has given rise to Spencer’s doctrine of “ the 
survival of the fittest,” and Darwin’s theory 
of natural selection.” 

Prof. Agassiz draws attention to the fact 
of the exemption of the Western Hemisphere 
“from the presence of any quadruped which 
breeds with such rapidity and fecundity as 
to constitute itself a pest,“ contrasting with 
it the island centinent of Australia, which 
“is already infested with two animal 
nuisances—kangaroos and rabbits—which 
threaten to maintain no unequal struggle 
with man for the survival of the fittest.”’ In 
Queensland those “ squatters”’ who could 
not afford io fence their “runs” were driven 
out by the voracious quadrupeds. The 
natural enemy of the kangaroo is the dingo 
or native deg, but the dingo is also the 
enemy of the squatters’ sheep. Hence the 
destruction of the dingo tends to the multi- 
plication of the Kangaroo, and the only re- 
source of the “squatter” is to hunt the kan- 
garvo to the death. Hunts are therefore 
organized, and a week’s shooting sometimes 
results in the killing of a thousand or fifteen 
hundred kangarvos. 


Dr. Darwiu's cheory of the descent of man 


has for its basis the law of natural selection. 
The immense superstructure of facts, specu- 
lations, and deductions he reared—consum- 
ing a lifetime and appropriating the hoarded 
conclusions of all the world’s naturalists in 
the great work—rests upon the propositiou 
that the weak die and the strongest, the 
fittest, survive, And he seeks to show by 
innumerable illustrations how the laws of 
natural and sexual selection operate to save 


vast distances, They are borne in the 
crops of birds from the mainland to islands, 
and there germinate; they are floated from 
shore to shore on driftwood, and sometimes 
in their new abodes they usurp possession of 
the soll, killing off the old forms of vegeta- 
non. Many seeds resist the action of sea- 
water for long periods of time. After an 
exhaustive series of experiments Dr. Darwin 
concluded that the seeds of fourteen out of 
a hundred plants might be floated by ocean 
currentsa distance of nearly a thousand 
miles—from one country to another—and 
when stranded, if blown by an inland gale to 
a favorable spot, would germinate. 
Thousands of instances micht be cited to 
show hew lavish Nature ls in expedients for 
the protection of the races of plants and ani- 
mals. But every plant and every animal has 
a host of enemies. When the plant first 
pushes its tender shoot through the sod it 
meets with competition and is menaced with 
destruction. The moment that the insect 
feels the vital shark of lite a hundred other 
insects crawl forth to prey upon it. When 
the bird tries its wings for the first time it 
meets in its airy passage scores of birds of 
prey. When the young beast leaves the 
maternal lair its pathway is beset by other 
beasts of ferocious and bloody instincts. 
Even the “king” of beasts must fight for 
existence with his fellows of the jungle, 
and in the pathway of the elephant mau pur- 
sues with deadly intent: 


So, naturalists observe, a flea 

Hus smaller fleas thut on him prey; 

And those have emailier still to bite em; 
And 60 procred ud indAniium. 


While insects are being devoured by other 
insects they in turn make havoc of plants. 
Dr. Darwin dug and cleared a piece of 
ground three feet by two, and then watched 
for results. He marked all the seedlings of 
the native weeds as they came up and found 
that out of 357 no less than 295 were de- 
stroyed, chiefly by insects and slugs.” But 
plants feed on plants as insects on insects, 
as, for example, “out of twenty soecies 
growing in a little plot of mown tarf (three 
feet by four) nine species perished dy be- 
ing vvershadouwed—in a word, the fittest sur- 
vived. It is caleulated that grouse, par- 
tridges, and hares, for instance, suffer more 
from vermin than from the huntsman, as 
“if not one head of game were shot during 
the next twenty years lu England, and at the 
same time if no vermin were destroyed, 
there would In all probability be less game 
than at present, although hundreds of thou- 
sands of game animals are Bow annually 
shot.” 

Climate plays an important part in the 
process of destruction. Dr. Darwin esti- 
mated that the winter of 1854755 destroyed 
fuur-fifths of the birds in bis grounds. The 
existence of the Scoteh fir depends upon 
fences, for cattle, if allowed ac®ess to it, 
browse“ it to death. But in a section of 
Paraguay insects determine the exisience of 
cattle. “In that section heither cattle, nor 
horses, nor dogs ever run wild.“ And the 
cause of this fact has been shown. to be the 
presence there of a certain fly which lays its 
egzs in the navels of these animais when 
first born. Thus in life we are im the midst 
of death. Throughout Nature's domain life 
springs eternal, but its handmaid, death, is 
abroad in myriad forms, on every leaf, under 
every blade of grass, in every drop of water, 
in the poisonous breath of reptiles, in the 
jaws of ferocious beasis of prey. But death 
is beneficent since u prevents life from 
crowding the earth to repletion—toa plethora 
whose end would be starvation. As Darwin 
rewarks, simply and in harmony with Nat 
ure: “When we reflect on this struggle, 
we may console ourselves with the full be- 
lief that the war of Nature is not incessant, 
that no fear is felt, that death Is generally 
prompt, and thatthe vigorous, the healthy, 
and the happy survive and multiply,” 


THFOSOPHIS18 IN i1ROUBLE. 

The Theosoplists have got themselves into 
trouble, and, although they are mostly in 
New York, their trouble seems to be in 
India. What the Theosophists beiieve we 
do not know; what they believe they do not 
know themselves. The President of the so- 
ciety is Henry S. Olcott, who styles himself 
Hierophant. A number of years ago he was 
an agricultural reporter for the New York 
Tribune and as such did some very good 
work. From glowing reports on mangel- 
wurzel and rutabagas he drifted off into 
various philosophical vagariess and at last 
turned up as an enthusiasiic cremationist. 
His next réie was that of Theosophist, what- 
ever thatis, and with him was associated 
Mme. Blavatsky, as a Theosophisiess. They 
gathered acoterie of disciples about them, 
but, not exactly understanding their own 
doctrines, they decided to adopt the doc- 
trines of the Arya-Somaj, a religious re- 
form society of some sort in India. They 
did not know the doctrines of Theosophy.

Having 
learned all that he knows, they now turn 
upon him, renounce their allegiance, and set 
up @ rival establishment of their own fur the 
disposal of Buddhistic goods in New York, 
under the firm name of Bla ky & Olcott, 
and have left the third partner, who was the 
Co., Swami Dayanund Saruswati, out in the 
cold. The latter party is fiercely denouncing 
them for obtalning religion under false pre- 
tenses, and the Theosophists are beginning 
to find themselves in hot water. As they 
never had credit here, it is particularly un- 
fortunate for them that they have no credit 
abroad. It is therefore exceedingly difficult 
for them to advance the interests of 
Buddbisia or dispose of the spiritual 
germs which they obtained from the Pundit. 
The worst of the matter is that the Rev. Jo- 
sevh Cook, who is now in India teaching 
something that he does not understand, has 
also turned upon the Hierophant and Hie- 
rophantess, Who have been interfering with 
his work,which they do not understand; but 
the Thevsophists have the nsolation of 
knowing that all India has turned upon Jo- 
seph because they can’t understand him. 
The only cansolation is that the Learned 
Pundit will Euow better next time. 


Tre Londen newspapers have opened fire 
on the growing evil of telegraph, telephone, and 
other electric wires streiched op pvuies, which 
they denounce as a nuisance and a danger, 
tbougn that metropolis ie not afflicted to any- 
thing like the same extent as New York and 
Chicago. In Paris the teiegraph-wires are run 
through the capacious sewers in lead pipes fust- 
ened to the topof the arch. In Germauy the 
subterranean system bas long been in use. It 
is conceded everywhere that the telegraph and 
electric companies resist the pressure for a 
change in the system simply because it is cheap- 
er to swing the wires in mid-air than to lay them 
underground. But the additional expense is not 
sufficient to warrant the continued inflicdon of 
the nuisance upon the pudiic. The Pall Mall 
Gazetle takes the following view of the situa- 
tion: 

The construction of a subway—say under the 
curvstene of the footway along all the principal 
thurvughfares—would not iuvoeive either an 
evormous expense or any serious interruption 
to traffic. According tu the evidence given befure 
the New Yo. k committee 300 telephone wires can 
be put into a three-inch pipe, while an eight- 
toch pipe is sufficient to hoid SW wires for 
telegraphic and telephonic purposes. The dem- 
culties as t (He Scarcity of gutta-percha, and 
the troubles arising from induction, retardation, 
and the otber evils said to result from a sub- 
terru nean 1 in the Opinion of competent 
ex verts such as Edison, are greatly exaggerated. 
The subterranean system is perfectly practica- 
bie, the change is most desirabie, and it is to be 
hoped that jocal autboritiesw il lose no time ia 
insisting vn ite adupdon before the telephone 
com panies add many wore tons to (ne weight of 
iron which they are suspendmg overhead. . 

The existing laws of Uhicago contemplate an 
ultimate abandonment of the pole system, but 
the refusal of the Mayor and Council to future 
pr:vileges is essential to the realization of the 
reform.

CHILI AND PERU. 


The Meeting Between President Mon- 
tere and Mr. Trescott—Montero’s View 
of the Situation. 

PANAMA. May 24.—The latest mails from 
the South bring copies of the speeches deliv- 
ered when Mr. Trescott presented his creden- 
tials to Montero, considered as the Acting 


President of Peru. Mr. Trescott, after re- 
ferring te the efforts of the United States to 
bring about peace un a satisfactory basis be- 
tween Peru afi Ciill, said: 

It is not my duty to discuss the causes which 
ba ve so far prevented tho success of these ef- 
forts. Rut I pave believed it my duty to visit 
your Exceliency, and not without bope chat 
meuns may be found through which, by mutual 
and honverable concessions, it muy be possible to 
initiate negotiations which may couciliate the 
interests of all the betliigerents and reéstablish 
the so much desired peace. 

President Montero in the course of his re- 
ply said: 

The sympathies of the United States toward 
the P ronal Government uave a proved 
not only b the incidents yuu recall. but vy vis- 
ible resuits. Gen Huribut made that sympathy 
„ produced good which is evident to- 
day. e bases for pence which your Govern- 
ment desires to und ure to be met within jus- 
tice and the interests of the whole Continent. 

It seems that in some countries the Pacific 
question has been considered merely of interest 
to tbe three belligerents. But the pretensions 
uf Chili, which were baden prior to ine war, 
and only diweovered ufter its victories. have 
transforined the apparent quesuvo of private 
differences between three Republics into one of 
continental interest. 

Today it is unecessary to know if a State 
which rushes into wer to decide d sputes eus- 
cept.ble of pacific arrangement can demand as 
a consequence Of its victories the acqu.siuon 
of territories and riches to which it bad uever 
pretended a right. 

The question is one of conquest. It is conti- 
nenutal, and therefore am riean. Your great 
Nation and the others of ne Continent have to 
think wuetder the preponderance of Unil: in the 
Pacific, through avpropriation of fureign 
territory and the incuiculable riches it contains, 
shall be sanctioned, and freedom granted for 
future foreible aggrandizement and nauonul 
transformations as a consequence of conquest. 
Peru bas to foresee, us ali America, the influence 
and results such transformations would produce 
in the relations between the Old and New Cunti- 
nents. 

Feru. in the midst of its misfortunes, has sac- 
rificed its present in order to journey vunward 
with self-aucriticing resistance to assure the 
future of America. And it will not abandun 
this — unless it disuppears as an independ- 
ent natidh. Peru desires peace, and is willing to 
make uny concession whicbd does not wound its 
honor, its rights, or its interests, or the honor, 
rights, or interests of the alliance. 


With the departure of the American Com- 
missioners the indefinit occupa ion of Peru 


begins, and it is sale to say that it will not 


end while the present generacion of Peru- 
vians survives.

THE FGYPTIAN MUDDLE. 
INDIGNATION OF THE SICK MAN OF THE BAST.

Loxnox. May 3.—The Herald’s special 
says: Our Constantinople correspondent 
writes under date of May 26: The Sultan’s 
indignation against England and France for 
sending the ironclads to Alexandria is only 
equaled by his imperial wrath at the silent 
contempt with which bis protest against the 
joint interference in Egyptian affairs has 
been received in Paris aud London. The 
Sultan yesterday informed the Euglish ana 
French Ambassadors that, as the alleged 
necessity for the presence of the English and 
French fleets in Egyptian waters had now 
dixappeared, his Majesty hoped that the order 
would be given for their recall. 

THE KHEDIVE, 
on the other hand, desires the fleets to fe- 
main until a definit settlement is reached, 
and until he is master in his own house. 
This difference of opinion between the Sul- 
tan and the Khedive bas disturbed the good 
relations that existed between them a few 
weeks ago, and the Cabinet councils at the 
Yildiz Kiosk are daily discussing whe shall 
be his successor, the Sultan’s favorit project 
being to have Egypt governed on the model 
of Lebanon—that is, with a Guvernor-Gen- 
eral appointed every five years. 
THE SULTAN FEELS CONVINCED 

that the real Egyptian question has not yet 
begun, and the present moment is only the 
lull before the storm. His Majesty is also 
convineed that Egypt will forever cease to 
be even a nominal portion of the Ottoman 
Empire unless the Turkish lronclads go 
wherever the English and French ironclads 
go, and unless the land operations be con- 
fided exclusively to Turkish troops. 

THE NOW UNQUESTIONABLE APPEARANCE 
of a spark of genuine national feeling and 
patriotism in Egypt is manifested by the fact 
that the Exyptian Parliament has ceased to 
be the mere tool of Arabi, who now appears 
in his true colors as Tartufe, tustead of 
Washington or Cromwell, and it has caused 
agreater alarm and consternation in the 
Yildiz Kiosk. Consequently, instructions 
have been sent to Sadullah Bey, the Turkish 
Ambassador in Berlin, to point out to Prince 
Bismarck this new menace to wonarchical 
institutions, and also to lay before the Chan- 
cellor, in the fullest and mox forcible man- 
ner, that, unless the Egypiian question be 
settled by the Sultan acting alone and in his 
sovereign capacity, there is no longer any 
guarantee for the obligation of the treaties 
between the European nations. 

THIS UNPRECEDENTED INTERFERENCE 
of England and France in Egypt is in direct 
violation notonly of the treaties with the 
Otto man Empire, but also is contrary to the 
Imperial firmans relating to Egypt. The in- 
structions to Sadullah Bey contain also an 
energetic protest against the proposed 
scheme of Spanish intervention in Egypt. 
The hesitation and vaccilations on the part of 
every one only brings into strong light the

The unlettered 
Irishman, when he applies the term Sassenach 
to an Engiishman, conceatrates all bis bate and 
detestation in one word. If after all that be 
has been led to believe bis race bas suffered for 
the Church, the Church should range itself on the 
side of the Sassenach, it may be taken as Gospel 
truth that the Irishman will not respect the 
Chureh. He may not make open war on it. 
His mother and his faber belonged to it; it 
has been endeared to bim by its history 
in his own country. He will not make 
war on it. He will be indifferent. And, as 
the Spectator writer truly says, indifference is 
more fatal tothe Church than open hostility. 
The indifference of French men and Belgian 
men to the Churel has been more fatal to the 
Church's influence in Frauce and Belgium than 
the open bostility of the Spanish Democracy has 
been toit inSpain.

A TIMELY PROTEST AGAINST THE PRO 
ORDINANCE, 
Id the Editor of The Chicage Tribune. 

Carcaco, June 3.—Has the public been suffi- 
ciently aroused through the press to the enormi- 
ty of the two ordinances now before the Council 
tor virtually repealing the “ tire limite law’? 
Several attempts have heretofore been made to 
modify that instrument by restricting or nar- 
rowing tne boundaries of the tire limits, but 
these two ordinances taken together repeal the 
law altogether; that is what they amount te. 

The first one, which comes up on Monday 
evening, provides for raising frame dwellings 
nine feet with a wooden basement, covered with 
a thin veneering of brick, four inches, over the 
lower nine feet. The other allows the ereOtion 
of frame cottages one and one+haif stories high 
in any part of the city on lots twenty-five feet 
wide or less. with two feet space on each side. 
Now, what is there of safety left if these two 
projects became laws? 

Under the operation of the Building law as it 
now stands, with the amendment providing for 
a continuous fine for its violation, the city is 
gradually approaching a tair condition of safety 
as regards fire, thougb much is yet to be desired 
in the enforcement of the law. The proportion 
of wooden buildings to brick or stone is decreus- 
ing, although it now stands at the appalling fig- 
ures of 95,000 wooden to 26,000 brick structures. 
Let these infamous measures be carried out and 
the labors of eight or ten years are lost and the 
city remanded to its old position before the ca- 
lamities of 187Land 1874, and that in the face of 
the recent experiences in our Own and other 
countries. 

Our effort should be to make the building law 
more stringent instead of weakening it; besides, 
the innovation is not desired by the very poor 
peopie it pretends to benefit, fof thrifty men, 
such as those who erect small dwell for their 
own use out of their hard-earned sav , desire 
that measure of safety which cannot be bad in 
fruime structures, nor guaranteed or indemni- 
fled by an insurance policy at a bigh rate of pre- 
mium. The scheme isin the interest of land- 
owners who wish to put up cheap fire-traps to 
rent at high rates, or to sell their land at high 
prices with a shell of a dwelling thrown in. 

These outrages cannot be cousummated if the 
proper effort is made through the Council, and 
all concerned should call upon their Aldermen 
to ussist in defeating these two ordinances. 
Enougb “good men and true” can be found in 
that body for the purpose. Lex.

ART IN CHICAGO. 


Notes from the Studios and Galleries. 
That veteran portrait-painter, John Philipps, 
has in bis studio at the Leland House some ex- 
amples of his work which show, better than 
anythins he has ever exhibited here, the com- 
plete mastery he possesses over his brush and 
the skill and vigor with which he transfers to 
canvas his impressions of the subject before 
im.

Very excellent 
also, is a portrait of Ju Hi , and the un- 
finished likeness of a little gu with lint white 
buir shows already that when ¢éompleted it will 
be a success. Mr. Philipps’ daughter, who pos- 
sesses much of ber father’s artistic talent, and a 
great deal of good taste, employs them in quite 
u practical w She has just comple the 
decoration for bérseif of a very beautiful dress, 
consisting of a polonaise of pink cashmere 
trimmed with collar, cuffs, bands, and plastron 
or vest of pink satin, upon which is painted in 
oils a tasteful arrangement of flowers in their 
natural colors.

THE BISHOP'S BAN. 


Chicago Irishmen on Bishop Gilmour's 
Threat to Excommunicate the Mem- 
bers of the Ladies“ Land League of 
Cleveland, ; 

The Land-Leaguers were naturally somewhat 
worked up yesterday over the action of Bishop 
Gilmour, of Cleveland, in thr ing} u 
nication to the members of tue Ladies’ Land 
League in the Forest City. It was the chief sub- 
ject of conversation in Irish circles generally, 
anda fair idea of the varying shades of opinion 
which prevailed may be bad from the following 
statements by two representative Catholic Irish- 
men of Chicago—Messrs. John F. Finérty and 
William J. Onaban: 

JOHN F. FINERTY. 

We have only one opinion about the matter,“ 
said Mr. John F. Finerty. “ The Irish Catholics 
recognize and submit to the authority of the

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. Clergy in all spiritual matters, such as fasting 


and the different ordinances of the Church, but 
are entirely independent politically. Bishop 
Gilmour’s action may cause some excitement in 
bis own diocese, but it will not swerve the peo- 
— from their religion. The Irish Catholics are 
ntensely Catholic, and at the same time are in- 
tensely Irish. They are sensible enough to see 
that the action of Bishop is not the action of 


the Church, but —4— of an individual. 


The ladies of the Land League are u power, and 
have been stung by the course the Bishop has 
taken, but if he carries out bis threat of excom- 
munication they will appeal to Rome. It is doubt- 
ful whether be bas the power to excommunicate 
them. He may deny them the privileges of the 
Church in his diocese, and yet they may be ex- 
tended to them in another diocese, the Bishop 
of which isin sympathy with the Irish cause. 
Bishop Gilmour’s action is wholly exceptional. 
but can be explained by the fact that he isa 
Scotchman. The Church does not wipe out the 
national antipathies of the two races, who po- 
litically detest each other. Bishop Gilmour is 
also inconsistent and eccentric. At one time he 
deuounced iandiordism as the incarnation of all 
that was fi h, and soon after rebuked the 
people for not paying the rents. It is commonly 
said that the Irish are priest-ridden, but the tact 
is that no people are more independent in their 
political action. Numerous instances might be 
cited of elections wherein the Irish Catholics 
bave carried political measures to success de- 
spite the opposition of the entire clergy.” 
WILLIAM J. ONAHAN, 

“So far as the theological questions are con- 
cerned in this matter,” said Mr. Onahan toa 
Tripune reporter, I would refer you to the 
Archbishop for information. It is none of my 
business, to begin with.“ 

Hut you have views on the subject,” said the 
reporter. 

„Tue Bishop is the guardian of the faith in 
his diocese, and certainly it is not for me to pass 
my judgment where the Bishop has declared 
not only his authority, but bis power. He pleads 
to preserve the modesty of Catholic womer, and 
he doesn’t want to turn them into brawling 
politicians and noisy pests.“ 

“But they claim that the Bishop is not an 
Irishman, and hence does not take the proper 
view of the questions involved.” 

“I see that some reference has been made 
here and elsewhere to the fact that Bishop Gil- 
mour is a Scotehman. The Bishdp, no matter 
whether be is a Scotcbman or anytbing eise, has 
spoken upon the Irish question witb an emphasis 
and patriotism that cannot be gainsaid. His 
lecture on the land question in Ireland was as 
patriotic as any Irishman could have wished, 
though, of course, be did not indorse the no-rent 
agitation. If you want to know bow intensely 
irish even an English Archbishop and 
Cardinal can be, I need only to refer 
you to the letter of Archbishop Manning, ad- 
dressed to Earl Gray in 1868, in which every

ague was anticipated and discussed with force 
and fire, thus exposing the iniquities of the 
English system of legislation, so that it is absurd 
to bring up the question as to the nationality of 
Bishops. o most pronounced Bishops upon 
the irish question in America today are those 
who were to the manor born.”

The Bishop is the master of the situation, 
and be is the judge of the faith and morals of 
his diocese, and it would simply be impertinent 
tor me to pass my opivion upon him. It is not 
the custom of Catholics to criticise the official 
deciarations of their Bishops. They may differ 
with them in opinionson public questions, but 
upon questions affecting faith and morals, the 
Bisbops speak with an authorit bich may not 
be gainsaid until overruled. But on't desire 
to be quoted at all upon this matter.

The sea 
Was 60 rough that sailing-crafts were rendered 
utterly helpless, and the propellers were de- 
layed, thrown out of their course, or forced 
back to port. The roar of the lake could be 
heard distinctly at the westerly limits of 
this city. There bas been a dismal rain since 
early last evening, and a heavy fog has bung 
over the port. The prinocipa! disaster during the 
night was the wreck of the fine tbhree-and-aft 
schooner J. P. De Coudres, which 

HAS GONE ENTIRELY TO PIECES 

in the breakers. About 8 o'clock this morning 
she sought anchorage in the bay, but refused to 
auewer her helm so as to come up into the wind 
for the purpose of letting go the mudhooks. 
Consequently she speedily found the breakers, 
and then the sandy bottom outside of the break - 
water at the foot of Chicago street. There she 
pounded and shifted about for an hour or more, 
when her seams opened sufficiently to fill 
the hold with water, and she settled into 
the sand nearly rail to on the weather side, 
beading about northwest. Huge seas swept 
over ber from stern to forerigging. washing olf 
ber deck load of ties, which covered the surfaco 
of the water and found the beach by the north 
barber pier. Capt. Evenson and his crew of 
life-savers reached the breakwater with their 
apparatus about 9 o'clock.

Onions are steady and firm at $2.75@3.00 for 
one and one-half bushel sacks of New Orleans, 
or $5.50@6.00 for three-bushel barrels. Bermu- 
das scarce; quoted at $3.00@3.25 per box. Green 
onions are slow sale at 10@15 cents per dozen for 
the bulk of the stock.

Tomatoes are coming in quite freely, but are

Black raspberries were in good shape and sold 
for 86 per 24-quart case. 

Whortieberries are going slow at $2 for 16- 
quart cases. 

Cherries were salable when fine and large 
fruit at about 25 cents per quart for fine sweets, 
and $4.00@5.00 per %4-quart case for early Rich- 
mond. No demand for poor stock. 

Piums are not in demand, as the Southern 
supply is poor. 

Potatoes are selling for $1.00@1.10 per bushel, 
and new potatoes are bringing $1.0 per buspel 
for small Lilinois, and $5.00@5.50 per barrei from 
the South, while good stock brings from $6.00 to 
$6.50 per barrel. 

Peaches are bei shipped from the South, 
but the sale is not large. They sell at 5 to 50 
cents per box for poor and 75 cents to $1.2 for 
good. Messrs. Weaver & Co. received a lot of 
#43 boxes from the Indian Territory, which they 
sold fer75 cents to $1 per box. The express 
charges were $131, and the percentage, the cust 
of the boxes, etc., left the shipper about 819 tor 
his trouble and his peaches. The Southern 
freight is so slow that fruit has to be sent by ex- 
press, and the charges eat up alf the brouts. 

Early vegetables and fruits are being brought 
in now from this vicinity and from St. Louis, 
where there are large gardens. The shipments 
from the South are — off, and shortly this 
section of the country Will supply itself. 

CONCERNING BERRIES. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cnuicaao, June 3.— What 1 said about washing 
fruits, in my lessen at the Atheuwum, as report- 
ed in last Sundays TRItUNE, appears to hans 
struck some of your readers as au entirely orig- 
inal idea, and among those who bave written to 


me upon the subject ou lady adds, by way of a | 


clincher, this extract from a very popular cook- 
book: Never wash strawberries or raspberrics 
that are intended to be eaten us fresh fruit. If 
they are so gritty us to require this 1 keep 
them off the tabie. You will certainly ruim the 
flavor beyond repair if you wash them, 
and as certainiy jnduce instant fermentation 
and endanget the coats of the eater's stomach, 
if after profaning the exquisit yee | of the 
fruit to thisjextent you complete the evil work by 
covering them witb sugar and leaving them to 
leak their lives sourly away for two or three 
hours.“ 

By leaving berries off the table when they are 
too dirty to go on without wasbing is certainly 
an easy method of disposing of this question, 
but as very few of them are fit this season on 
account of wet weather to go on the table uu- 
washed such a rule strictly followed would pro- 
hibit the use of fresh berries altogether. There 
is a great deal of nonsense taiked 
and written about destroying the fine 
flavor of articles of food by washing 
them, when, as a matter of fact. the flavor is 
seldom injured at all, but in nine cases out of 
ten is improved by the judicious use of clean 
water. Most people who have given the subject 
any thought prefer dispensing with flavors 
which exist only in the imaginations of couk- 
book writers for the sake of getting rid of the 
dust, sand, worms, bug legs, and bateria that 
are inseparable, without a righteous baptism, 
trom the berries and fruits usually on sale in 
our markets. The cout of the stomach of the 
average citizen isin far more danger from this 
organic and inorganic nastiness than from 
the fermentation arisime from properiy 
washed berries. [t is not at all necessary 
to let berries “ leak their lives sourly away for 
two or three hours before they are eaten, 
simply because they have the dirt removed 
from them. For ple who conscientiously 
believe that “cleanliness is next to godliness” 
both strawberries and raspberries are material- 
ly improved by being properly rinsed, drained, 
and sprinkled lightly witb sugar ten or fifteen 
minutes before they are served. Mr. Beecher, 
whose gustatory opinions are universally con- 
sidered orthodox, however much his theological 
views may be questioned, even goes so far as to 
say: Put ripe berries in a dish with a little cold 
water, break them down with a spoon to a jelly, 
aiding just sugar and water enough to make 
them half liquid, and you will find many auother 
dish less delicious.” Emma PF. EWING. 


PISTOLS FOR TWO. 


A Drunken Watchman from Keusing⸗ 
ton Wounded in the Shoulder. 
Friday night there was to have been a spar- 
ring-match at Mike Palemo's saloon, No. 1648

Milligan, two local fistic aritsts. Capt. Buckley 
got wind ot the anticipated pummeling pow- 
wow, and through his instrumentality it was de- 
clared off. Edward M. Bates, a night-watchman 
at Kensington, bad heard that there was to be 
some fun at Mike's, and he resolved to come 
down and takeit in. Unfortunately for him Capt. 
Buckley had not beard that he was coming and 
so did not send him word that the sparring- 
match had been indefinitly postponed. When 
Bates reached Palemo’s and found how matters 
stood he feit disappointed, and he set out to 
drown his sorrow in the ftlowing-bowl. His sor- 
row being very deep, it required a proportionate 
number of bowls to drown it. and late into the 
night he found bimseif very boisterous. As it 
wus too late to get a suburban train, he resolved 
to sleep off the effects of his debauch in 
a house of ill- fame. Paiemo and his 
barkeeper steered him to Thomas A. 
Stebbins’ place at No. 1231 State street. The 
reached there about 3 o'ciock yesterday morn- 
ing. The door leadmg from the street to the 
hailway was locked, so one or all of the trio 
forced it open.

THE GERMAN SUNDAY. 
A DAY OF REST, RECREATION, AND PLEAS- 
URE. 
Correspardence San Francisco Bulletin. 
Drespex, April 2—“*A Sunday in 
America is enough to drive a man crazy,” 
so wrote a German to his friends at home. 
He wrote from a quiet Eastern city, in 
which he found himself an entire stranger. 
The oppressive quietness of the day, the uni- 
versa! church attendance, the lack of the op- 
portunities for entertainment offered on 
Sunday in the Fatherland affected his good 
nature—made him uncomfortable and rest- 
less; and, in sheer self-defense, he betook 
himselt to letter-writing and sent to the home 
folk, in the words quoted above, his opinion 
ofa Sunday in America. Why he wrote 
in this way will be apparent to every 
stranger that has has spent one or more 
Sundays in Germany. In America, particu- 
larly in the East, the seventh day is con- 
sidered a time for quiet-Mieditation—meai- 
tation that pertains particularly to spiritual 
welfare; all work is suspended, 
and the Sabbath . stillness that rests 
on the iand is broken only by the solemn 
tinging of the church bells. In Germany, on 
the other hand, Suuday is regarded not as a 
day of devotion, but a day of rest, recreation, 
and amusement. Thoughts are bent upon 
mental relaxation and not upon contempla- 
tion of spiritual matters. Work is suspended, 
not because Sunday is a holy day, but bes 
cause it is a rest day. The church bells ring 
dut as well in the Fatherland, but with ap- 
parent gladness, for they prociaim not only 
peace but pleasure, Quietly, thoughtfuily, 
and soberly the New-Englander says, This 
‘8 the Sabbath-Day;” gaily, happily, and 
theerily the German says, Today is Sun- 
fay. No long faces mark the advent of the 
day, for old and young regard Sunday as the 
one particniar delightful day of the week. 
ough Sunday is universally observed as a 
day of recreation and social amusement, it 
ls by no means a day of ungodliness: 
such an insinuation would be absolute- 
ly untrue. A disturbance; any act 
on lawlesness or rudeness, is an 
unknown on this day as on all others. Good 
order is prevalent everywhere: indeed, 
squid the most rigid observer of the Sab- 
bat? be dropped unawares into a German 
city, without knowing the day was Sunday, he 
would involuntarily. exciaim, “ A universal 
holiday. and how keenly the Germans enjoy its 
leasures!’? Should the stranger know that 
t was Sunday, these same enjoyments would 
seem to him as desecrating that part of the 
week that had been holy to him, and Illis 
opinion would necessarily be unfair. That 
manual labor ceases entirely is not exactly 
Tue. The poor peasant woman often trudges 
with her basket; the seamstress will sew the 


long, long day; the poorer laborer will work 


on Sunday as on any other day, when the 
apportunity offers. They cannot afford to 
o otherwise. No doubt the peasant, scam- 
Stress, and workman would be thankful for 
rest, yet they are more thankful to; work 
that will bring some remuneration. 
Ow if the Germans do not regularly at- 
church nor svend Sunday in quiet 
ought, how do they pass the day? Let us 
kip upon aGerman family, and see their 
program for Sunday entertainments, al- 
ugh it may vary quite materially from 
of their neighbors. While in the New 
gland home on Sunday all light literature 
is placed aside, novels especialiy are put on 
shelf, books of meditation and devotion 
oe eid on the. table, and Sunday-school 
ks are placed in the hands of the little 
ones, and work of all kinds most carefully 
removed from sight.

Evening offers a wide range of entertain- 
ment, theatre, concert, and in the winter 
months circus. On Sunday nights there are 
performances in three theatres, there are 
concerts without number and special attrac- 
tions offered at the circus. Yes, there is 
evening service in the churehes, but it is 
usually at an eu before theatre begins, so 
that it is quite possible for the church-goer 
to attend church and theatre in the same 
evening. The most respected citizens attend 
Sunday night. No one considers for a mo- 
ment that it is not in every way pefectly re- 
spectable. The most devout churchman 
d unhesitatingly go to the theatre in 
the -vening. What is more, there is hardly 
a minister of the Gospel in the city who 
would not personally attend theatre or opera 
Sunday night, and he would not consider for 
a moment that there was the least impropri- 
ety in doing so. Though this same clergy- 
man may have preached a sermon in the 
morning, he attends the theatre the same 
evening whenever he feels so inelined, be- 
lieving whatever is right for the members of 
the church is right for the pastor. The thea- 
tre is a royal institution, and, if the King 
places this entertainment on Sunday at the 
will of the public, that is sufficient guarantee 
that no one need feel the slightest pang of 
conscience inattending Sunday night. So the 
family that had a reunion inthe morning 
and a walk in the afternoon go to some place 
of amusement in the evening, unless the va- 
rious members prefer to remain at home and 
end the day as it began—by music in the fam- 


ily eirele. 


As a sort of compensating measure for the 

little time required to be given to religious 
devotion, the Goverument appoints yearly 
two days out of 565 for religious meditation. 
These days, set apart for prayer, attend- 
ance atchurch, and atonement of sin, are 
solemnly called“ Days of Atonement.” On 
these days the “powers that be” elose all 
places of amusement, removing, as it were, 
all temptations for enjoyment. As may be 
imagined, the desired end is not attained, for 
Atonement-Day is considered a holiday, as 
is the Emperor’s birthday, and is enjoyed in 
the same spirit. If theatre, concert-hall, and 
circus are closed it matters little to the good- 
natured German, Why should he atone? 
lle has tried as near to do right as other 
mortais, and when a holiday comes, even 
be an Atonement-Day, he does 
not intend’ to sit down and make him- 
self miserable by thinking over his faults 
and follies. On Atonement-Day, as on 
Sunday, the family resort to a garden and 
spend the afternoon in the fresh air. A 
rainy, disagreeable. afternoon, that would 
not permit walking Out of doors, is spent 
cheerfully at home with a party of friends. 
if music is not the program, probably all 
join iu a game of cards. 

In the evening, if the family do not care to 
remain at home, then all repairto a favorit 
restaurant and spend the evening in conver- 
sation over a glass of beer, or rather over in- 
numerable glasses of beer. All talk, talk, 
talk, singly and collectively, and, as usual, 
the husbands smoke, the wives knit, and at a 
late hour in the evening all start homeward. 
So Atonement-Day passes by. The day that 
was appointed for prayer the German has 
spent in making himself and his family hap- 
pier. Although religious observances may 
never have come into his mind, yet he thinks 
religious holidays a necessity, and is ready 
to strenuously assert that Atonement-Day 
should always be observed. 
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SOUTHERN METHODISM. 
RESUME OF THE RECENT GENERAL CON- 
FERENCE AT NASHVILLE. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, June 1.—The Methodist Epis- 
copal Church South is next to the largest of 
all me Methodist bodies in the world. It 
has a larger membership than ali the british 
Methodist bodies put together, and nearly as 
large a membership as the combined Meth- 
odism of the United States, exclusive, of 
course, of the great leading body, the M. E. 
Church. In the South it outranks every 
other ecclesiastical organization both in 
numbers and influence, and it is pushing out 
toward a prominent position in the great 
West. A Chureh so large, so influential, and 
so aggressive must necessarily play an im- 
portant part in the religious affairs of our 

Nation, and it is not surprising, therefore, 
that such deep and widespread interest 
should bave been felt in its General Confer- 
ence which has just closed at Nashville. 
That body, it was known, would determine 
the policy of the Church forat least four 
years to come. It was known, too, that that 
conference would fill by election an un- 
usually large number of important church 
offices, and would voice the sentiments of 
the Church on the leading moral and eccle- 
siastical questions of the day. Hence the 
curiosity, not to say anxiety, with which its 
assembling was anticipated, and the concern 
which is still felt by many, to be apprised ex- 
actly as to what it did. This desire for infor- 
wation will be Dest met, perhaps, not by dry 
and tedions details, but bv a general review 
such as will be attempted in this letter. 

The Nashville Conference had its lights 
and its shadows, its diversions and its griefs. 
There were times when it was convulsed 
with laughter and other times when it melted 
into tears. Of the events of a pathetic nat- 
ure by which it was marked, the most touch- 
ing and solemn was the sudden death early 
in the session of its able, honured, and ven- 
erable Secretary, Dr. T. O. Summers, though 
scarcely less affecting was the scene enacted 
when its senior episcopate, Bishop Paine, 
crowned with sixty-five years of faithful min- 
isterial service, stood up to announce his re- 
tirement to the rank of a superanuuate. An- 
other pail of gloom fell upon the conference 
toward its close owing to the death of the wife 
of the Rev. John A. Thompson, a delegate 
from North Alabama. ‘These events will long 
be remembered by those who had a place in 
the conference, and two of them at least will 
tend to make that body a memorable one in 
the histery of tue Church. Aside from these, 
the vuly really unpieasant thing that occur- 
red during the sessiops was the discussion 
of the Rédford difficulties. Dr: Redford has 
many sympathizing friends, and there are 
some high in authority who think he is be- 
ing bitterly persecnted. . Bishop Kavanaugh 
holds this view. Whether the Book Com- 
mittee did quite rightin bearing down on 
the ex-agent so heavily is with many an open 
question, but the conference certainly did 
right in hearing the Doctor in his own de- 
feuse. That defense was able and adroit, if 
not convincing. If will doubtiess be printed 
in pamphlet form ard circulated extensively 
throughout the Church, in which event all 
lovers of fair play should give it a careful 
reading. 

The conference gave its opinion directly or 
indirectly and with a greater or less degree 
of clearness ou a great variety of subjects. 
It touched the woman question, and handled 
it, too, with great care, tor it succeeded in 
favoring both sides of the controversy, It 
would not change the Discipline se as to make 
women eligible for election to the office oi 
Sunday-school Superintendents, but it did 
give them permission to go ahead and raise 
all the missionary money they could, and, as 
an inducement to increased effort in this di- 
rection, kindly offered to take charge of the 
money so collected and relieve the fair sisters 
of all responsibility for its disbursement. In 
other words, it made the Woman's Mission- 
arv Society auxiliary to the Parent Mission- 
ary Society of the Church. On the Sabbath 
question it expressed itself in a petition to 
Congress against the distribution, transpor- 
tation, and delivery of mail matter on that 
day. 

Its action on the subject of temperance was 
not so pronounced as some had hoped it 
would be. it was asked to amend the gen- 
eral rule so as to prolubit not merely drunk- 
enness and the use of intoxicating liquors as 
a beverage, as at present, butits manufacture 
and sale also. This it refused to do. What 
it finally did was to insert a paragraph in the 
Discipline inveighing against the evils of in- 
temperance, and making the manufacture, 
sale, and use of liquors as a beverage an of- 
fense to be proceeded against under the law 
of the Church relating te imprudent conduct. 
An effort to amend this paragraph so as to 
allow offenders of this class to be tried for 
immoral conduct was voted down Dy a large. 
majority, and there were, indeed, a goodly 
number of delegates who thought the mat- 
ter should be let entirely alone.

consideration, probably, to the many es- 
teemed fellow-citizens now well entered or 
just entering upon a second matrimonial 
venture to whose standing and peace of mind 
such a foot note might be a menace. 

The question of amusements the confer- 
ence took hold of withavim. It looked at 
first as though matters would be made so not 
for worldly-minded members of the Church 
that there would soon be on the part of this 
large and respectable element of Methodists 
elthera general flocking to the altars for 
prayer, or else a geveral stampede to other 
churches of a more liberal type. Strange to 
relate, however, the conference left this mat- 
ter just where it fouud it. From the ad- 
vanced legislation suggested when it was 
proposed to make the General Rule which 
forbids the taking of such diversions as can- 
not be used in the name of the Lord to spec- 
ify public dancing and theatre-going, and 
when a change in the Discipline was recom- 
mended by one of the standing commit- 
tees which interdicied not these simply, but 
parlor dancing and the circus—from the 
virtuous legislation suggested by these prop- 
vsitions, and the attitude of courage assumed 
when a committee was appointed to investi- 
gate Mr. Samuel Couples, of St. Louis, on 
the charge that since his eléction as delegate 
he had allowed the tripping of the “ light 
fantastic’ in his dwelling, to the low plane 
of * do nothingism’’ was a long jump; but 
the conference took it, and there the matter 
rests. To the proposition to amend the gen- 
eral rule the committee recommended non- 
concurrence. The Committee of Investiga- 
tion in the case of Mr. Couples discovered 
that he had already been spoken to by his 
pastor, and that, therefore, no further action 
was necessary; while the proposed change 
of the discipline referred to was left to sleep 
the sleep of peace with many other whole- 
some recommendations which the conference 
in its haste to adjourn-had not time to take 
from the table. 

‘Tobacco came prominently before the con- 
ference in more Ways than one, but in one 
form in which it was introduced it createa 
great merriment; in the otherforms in which 
it came into view it appeared to be with 
many of the brethren quite a serious busi- 
ness, requirmg constant and diligent appli- 
cation. The laugh came in when a delegate 
brought forward a resolution rendering all 
over 30 years of age who used tobacco in any 
form ineligible for admission to the Church. 
This resolution was referred to an appro- 
priate committee, whose report upon it de- 
preciated the intemperate use of the article 
but thought no special legislation called for. 
Another subject the conference touched was 
the Revised New Testament. The revised 
text, it appeared, had™been used in the Sun- 
day-school publications of the Church. 
The conferenc® was’ prepared to vote 
almost unanimously that such use 
must be discontinned, but was relieved 
from the necessity for such action 
by the assurance of the Sunday-school See— 
retary that he had already discontinued it 
of his own accord, Thus is this invaluable 
help to Bible study, the triumph and glory of 
the Christian scholarship of the century, 
wounded again in the house of its friends. 

Au etfort was made to amend the Disci- 
pline so as to give stewards the power to 
assess the members of the church for the 
support of the Gospel, with the alternative, 
if the assessments should not be paid, of 
proceeding aguinst delinquents under a 
charge of immoral conduct. This effort, of 
course, failed, as also did al! efforts to change 
or modify the Presiding Eldership. Proposi- 
tions looking toward the enlargement of the 
Church’s work were, however, received with 
favor and acted uvon enthusiastically,for the 
delegates seemed to think that the need of 
the hour was nota change in the structure 
of the machinery but a move towards its 
more thorough operation—not ＋ 
in church government, but a grand effort to 
take possession of this whole country in the 
name of Christ. This feeling seemed to 
pervade all minds and was constantly assert- 
ing itself in the discussions and votes. Its 
practical fruits are seen in the provisions 
made for the organization of Boards of 
Church Extension and Education, and in the 
number and quality of the additions made to 
the Episcopal force of the Church. Another 
fagt which shows the conference to have 
been alive to the prégressive spirit of the 
age is the action it took in providing for the 
appointment of a Commissioner to travel 
through the Church to collect money for the 
aid of colored men aspiring to be ministers 
of the Gospel. These movements reflect 
great credit on the conference and are the 
things which will cause it to be ever held in 
grateful remembrance. 

In concluding io ask the Church to cele- 
brate the centennial of Episcqgpal Method- 
ism, Which occurs in 18. by 82.000. 
000 as a thanks- Offering to be appif®d jointly 
to missions, education, and Church extension, 
the conference marked at once its lofty sense 
of the needs of the work and its high esti- 
mate of the liberality of the people, while the 
appointment of delegates to the great Amer- 
ican Methodist Centennial Conference to be 
held at Baltimore in December of the same 
year is in the line of practical fraternity, and 
may lead to something more, for, as the fra- 
ternal delegate from the Methodist Episcopal 
Church— Dr. Ridgaway—suggested, ** Who 
knows but that old Sapta Claus inay drop 
into the stockings of the ecclesiastics assem- 
bled in that Christmas conclave the ripe ap- 
ple of organic union.“ Whether or not the 
conference showed as much good sense in 
the steps it took toward changing the name 
of the Church as in some other matters 18 
questionable. Why not wait till the reunion 
takes place, when the two united bodies 
could have one grand, simple, original name, 
of which all the new ones proposed are only 
ridiculous parodies? 

In the election for Bishops eighty-one dif- 
ferent persons were balloted for. Who will 
say after that that Methodist preachers are 
wanting in appreciation of one another’s 
merits? In his peremptory declination Dr. 
hiaygood had only one predecessor—that was 
Wilbur Fiske, who refused to be a Bisho 
for similar reasons to those of Dr. Haveood. 
Joshua Soule declined the honor tempo- 
rarily, but when the law was changed so as 
to give the Bishops all the power he thought 
they should have he gracefully consented 
to take his place on the bench. Itis also 
said that Dr. John M. Reid, the present Mis- 
sionary Secretary of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, declined on one occasion to be 
made a Bishopof the Canada Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Whether Dr. Reid would 
decline to serve as one of the Bishops of his 
own Church is another question. 2 1. 
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THE DUNKANn DS. 
THEIR YEARLY PENTECOST MEETING HELD 

IN A BARN—A SECT DEVOID OF ESTUETI- 

CISM. 

The yearly pentecost meetings of the old 
German Baptists, or Dunkards, by which ap- 
pellation the Church is better known, oc- 
curred May 30at Brookville, O., and Arnold’s 
Grove, Ind. The Church has separated in 
the past year, which accounts for the two 
meetings at different places at the same 
time. The separation was effected by 
the younger members beigg am bi- 
tious of progression in the Church, 
and it is this element that is in convention at 
Arnold’s Grove. This trouble has been brew- 
ing among the brethren for years, aud has 
finally created two Dunkard creeds, with 
bitter feelings existing between them. The 
old Church is staid and unchangeable as the 
anciggt laws of the Medes. ‘Th spot select- 
ed f6T the encampment was on a member's 
farm, and the couucil was held in a huge 
barn with a tremendous shed addition for 
the occasion, with the men on one side and 
the women on the other. The latter are 
never without bonnets on their heads, and 
mingle very little with the stronger sex. The 
old Church boasts many young and pretty 
maidens, all of whom are as strict in their re- 
ligious principles as the elder folks. ‘There 
was a sober, quiet earnestness about all that 
was Striking. They are frank and outspoken, 
but careful not to offend. When members 
who have not seen each other for a time 
meet, they embrace and kiss each other like 
long-separated lovers. Their manifestations 
of joy and affection at meeting might be 
compared with the father at the return of 
the prodigal son. There were present up- 
ward of 6,000 from all parts of the country, 
chiefly middle-aged and old people, and their 
mode of taking meals resembled an ancient 
banquet. When the meeting began report- 
ers were forbidden the privilege of taking 
notes.“ It is, worldly.“ exclaimed a gray- 
bearded elder, and against the rules of the 
Church.“ Business commenced with dis- 
cussing the revision of the minutes of the 
Church, and a committee was appointed for 
that purpose. When “fashionable nius- 
taches were broached it proved to be a re- 
strictine of the pride and display which, 
according to St. Matthew, was prohibited. 
The fashion of wearing the hair. parted on 
the side of the head was also condemned. 
Quarterly meetings were not approved of, 
as they caused much trouble, admitting inno- 
vations that led wo worldly customs. ‘The 
question was finally “lain down,” not ta- 
bled,”’ as the latter expression was too world- 
ly. Ilouse painting, except in one color not 
gaudy. was objected to. Tolacco-raising is 
strictly prohibited, as is also grain or fruit 
for distilling purposes. Silks or dress tr 
mings are not to be tolerated among the 
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women, nor are hats to be worn. 
Pentecostal meeting will be held in May, 
1883, at Carroll’s Grove, Ind.

Bishop Wigger, of Newark, N. J., has 18. 
sued a pastoral ene the performance 
of the Two Orphans" by any Catholic so- 
ciety in the diocese. 

During the past ysar Bishop Littlejohn, of 
Long Island, couurmed 1,174 persons, and 
licensed twelve lay readers. The number of 
clergymen in the diocese is 100, 2 

At the recent convention of the lowa 
Episcopal Diocese Bishop Perry stated that 
during the year he had made eighty visita- 
tions and confirmed 247 persons. 

The Living Church wonders how clergy- 
men can denounce the Sunday concert in a 
beer garden, and then turn around and ad vo- 
ente Sunday-school exhibitions, pious pano- 
ramas, and “moral” shows on the Sabbath. 


A correspondent of me Living Church 
believes that if as much labor were given fo 
sermons, lectures, and other Church work as 
is given by the world to theatres, operas, and 
concerts, success would be as pronounced in 
the former as it is in the latter,

The Holy Synod of the Greek Church is 
contemplating a reduction of the number of 
Saints’ days in the calendar. There are now 
about 160, and as each one isa holiday, the 
Russians hargly work more than 200 days in 
the year, wh is a great hindrance to the 
commercial prosperity of the country. 


The Southern Episcopal Deanery of the 
Diocese of Illinois convenes at the Church of 
the Redeemer, Wilmington, June 6 and 7. 
Bishop McLaren is to be present. The open- 
ing discourse will be by the Rey. Clinton 
Locke, D. D., of the Northeastern Deanery, 
on ‘Tuesday afternoon, and the sermon in 
convoeation by the Rev. Henry G. Perry, . 
A., of Chicago, in the evening. 

An English clergyman, the Rev, Joseph 
Hall, rector of Shirland, in Derbyshire, fig- 
ured some time ago in a case before the law 
courts for refusing to certify the burial of a 
dissenter. The dissenters invoked the law, 
and obtained a mandamus to compel the rec- 
tor to perform the act, and he delayed till 
the last moment, and then made return that 
the certificate had been issued. So it had, 
but he had applied to another clergyman by 
whom it had been written. But this did not 
satisfy the dissenters, much less the Judge, 
who characterized it as an evasion and an 
act of contempt, and gave Mr. Hall peremp- 
tory orders to make the return in his own 
handwriting. They thought they had the 
caoughty rector cornered, but they did not 
know their mau. Ile died! 


Frequent instances have come to light dur- 
ing the past few months of the rapid progress 
which the Safvation Army has been making 
in Great Britain. More recent items grey 
strengthen what has already been said of the 
spread of the organizauon. A new national 
hall, at the expense of 376,000, has just been 
purchased, and $40,000 has been expended 
in fitting it up. In a single evening the army 
raised the sum of $20,000 for use in paying off 
its debts. Hardly an important centre re- 
mains in England to which the army has not 
now extended itself. I has 301 branches, 
y 641 officers, and every week holds 5,000 ser- 
vices, in which 260,000 persons are provided 
with seats. A very significant outcome of 
the army’s work is the report that both the 
Upper and Lower House of Convocation have 
decided that it is desirable to take the doings 
of the army into official consideration. 


The Christian at Work senta series of 
five questions to about thirty of the most 
eminent scholars and preachers in the United 
States to get their judgment on the value of 
the Revised New Testament as an itu:prove- 
ment on the old version and as to its proba- 
bie acceptance for general use so as to su- 
persede the old. Drs. Armitage, II. C. Pot- 
ter, Crosby, William M. Taylor. G. W. Sam- 
son. Prof. Briggs, of New York, and Drs. 
Ludlow and Van Dyke, of Brooklyn; Bishop 
Huntington; President Porter, of Yale; 
Prof. Wilkinson, of Tarrytown; Dr. Miner, 
of Boston: and Drs. Ellis and Withrow, of 
the same city; and ers are among the 
number, whose rep cover nearly two 
pages of the paper. Their opinions sum- 
marized are, with few exceptions, that the 
revision is on the whole an improvement on 
the authorized version, but that it will hard- 
ly be able to supplant the latter in the affec- 
tions of English-speaking peoples. Ministers 
and*other religious people have hau a year 
to read and appreciate the book, so that their 
present judgment is of much more value 
than the hasty opinions given a year ago 
when it was issued. Dr. Withrow and a 
few others think the revision will be in pop- 
ular use during the life time of the revisers, 
but Dr. Wilkinson and many more with him 
think otherwise, and express the belief that 
it must be revised again for its English be- 
fore it can be made acceptable to the masses. 
‘The most casual reader can hardly fail to 
see that the English of the duthorized ver- 
sion is more “ popular” today than the more 
modern English of the Revised New Testa- 
ment. 

THE SWEDENBORGIAN CONFERENCE 
reassembled in the Temple on Van Buren 
street yesterday morning, the Rey.

Velvet is to constitute one of the most 
fashionable of summer trimmings. 

Next to dark green and royal blue, the 
favorit color for street wear is the new shade 
of golden brown. 

A lace pin with the wearer’s monogram in 
tiny diamonds and emeralds is among the 
elegant novelties in jewelry. 

Ridiculously high prices are now paid for 
old gold or silver chatelaines, trinkets, and 
jewels of any kind showing a genuine stamp 
of antiquity. 

Feathers and flowers are used in profusion 
by French modistes, and painted ribbon and 
painted lace add greatly to the elegance of 
dress bonnets and hats. 

Black velvet dog collars, fastened under 


the chin with tiny gold or silver claaps set 
with mock gems, are worn with both day 
and evening costumes. 

The daisy family in natural and unnatural 
colgrs—blue or silver gray. for instante— 
large, medium, and small, are very popular 
garnitures this season. 

Long redingotes of thin cloth, with a 
number of small capes on the shoulders, and 
several pockets with flaps covering them, 
will be much used for traveling and country 
wear. 

Plain, elose-titting sleeves for home or 
prowenade dress, buttoned up the back of 
the arm to the elbow, are more favored by 
fashionable ladies than sleeves cut in any 
other style. 

The skirts that are worn under tunies, pan- 
niers, of polonaises must either be perfectly 
piain or literally covered with trimming; 
there is now no “ mezzo-termine.” It is also 
a necessity that the skirt, when plain, shall 
be rich and handsome in texture, 

A triumph of esthetic art in dgess is shown 
in a robe of royal blue velvet, short in the 
waist, with open square at the neck, filled in 
with a chemilset of tulle. Over the plain 
flowing velvet train is draped a tunic of old 
Mechlin lace, caught up here and there with 
goldenhearted marguerites and sprays of 
hawthorn. 

Reseda or mignonet, lime blossoms, sil- 
ver-green, silver-gray, and violet, are colors 
to be very fashionably worn-this summer. A 
new shade, called “Chinese pheasant,” has 
made its appearance, it being the hue of this 
bird’s neck feathers. It combines admira- 
bly with black, and is very popular in 
feathers and ribbons forbonnets. The shade 
is lighter than old gold, having a touch of 
pale amber in it, 

A novel decoration for a sunshade is a trop- 
ical bigd, neither too large nor yet too insig- 
nificant in size; the plumage must be gay. 
This tiny effigy may be placed with out- 
stretched wings, as on the point of flight, or 
may appear as if poised for a momentary 
rest on the top or side ofthe shade. A large, 
brilliant beetle is sometimes fixed in a 
similar fashion, but the bird is the most at- 
tractive. A very life-like little orange-and- 
black Indian bird, perched on a satin sun- 
shade flounced all over with black lace, is 
one of the prettiest specimens of ornithologi- 
cal garnitures among a variety exhibited. 

Rows of jet are now wrought iy dress mate- 
rials, the most effective of these being open- 
work silk grenacines, with floral designs 
worked in jet. ‘These handsome fabrics make 
up very richly in combination with black satin 
or moiré. A model made of this beaded 
grenadine has a black satin-striped moiré 
underskirt, with a very wide fringed ruche 
around the bottom, through the feathery 
centre of which glitter floral ornaments and 
pendants of jet. The tunie and bodice are 
fully draped with flowing * fringes, and 
about the open square neck aud upon the 
elbow sleeves is seta smaller fringed ruch- 
ing, also brightened with special ornaments

summer to be uncommonly favored) For 
chureh the choice is, of course, light wool- 
len fabries—nuns’ veiling, vigogne, and 
summer cashmere, and the like. Tollets 
for this purpese are invariably made 
with trimmings of the dress material 
alone. For other occasions, are Indian and 
French mull, batiste, French barege, and Al- 
gerian silk gauzes, to be worn over under- 
skirts of satin or surah; gauze de Chambéry 
also remaining among the most fashionable 
of transparent tissues. Ivory and cream 
white aie the tints preferred, and lace to cor- 
respond is profusely used in the trimmings, 
in evening dresses of white veiling, or cas)- 
mere, much Oriental lace and florai garniture 
is employed, but when tde Grecian style 1s 
adopted, it is done 80 to the exelusion of 
fancy trimmings of any desdription, and 
with its simple but artistic drapings caught 
up with gold or silver cords; the effect of 
ihe Spanien of dress is very chaste and beau- 
tiful. 

The colors of fashionable walking-dresses 
continue to be very dark and unobtrusive, 
notwithstanding the swiftiy‘ad vancing spiing. 
Green remains the fashionable color, al- 
though it tinds a strong rival in the new 
shade of golden brown. The nearest ap- 
proach to lighter colors is that of ruyon de 
lune, the new shade of silver-gray, whith, 
for those who can wear it, is most lady- 
like and elegant. A handsome walking-dress, 
imported by a broadway house, is made of 
Victoria silk of this shade. The skirt is laid 
in a series of kilted flounces; above them isa 
voluminous tunic gracefully draped over 
the hips and terminating in the back in a 
broad sash of the silk. The jersey-shaped 
bodice fits like a sheath, and is fastened with 
silyer buttons. This bodice is quite un- 
trimmed, but over it is laid a shoulder-cape 
of dark rvyal-blue velvet lined with silver- 
gray. En suite with this is a gray straw hat, 
trimmed with dark-biue plumes, richly 
shaded, and a silver-gray silk parasol 
trimmed with silver lace. 

Casaques are now made of elastic cloth, 
which has the advantage of fitting the form 
very trimly. ‘The most popular form of 
casaque has a small stand-up collar and 
revers like a gentleman's coat. The skirt is 
draped over the hips like a polonaise, and is 
made quite bunchy atthe back. The cuffs 
and pockets are often made of black 
moiré, with the inevitable sash of the same 
atthe back. The difficulty of getting these 
wraps on and off is somewhat fatiguing, es- 
pecially to stout ladies. If not throughout, 
see that the sleeves of the casaque, at least, 
are lined with silk. This greatly facilitates 
drawing them on and off, and even with this 
precaution the sleeves of the dress are apt to 
ride up in a most uncomfortable manner. ‘To 
prevent this entirely, keep a length of two- 
inch wide tape handy, and before going out 
take one end of the tape and twist it firmly 
around the arm from the elbow downwards; 
this done, hold both ends securely and thrust 
your arm into the jacket, drawing the sleede 
well up to the shoulder; then loase your hold 
of the tape and unwind it from your arm. 
Lace frilling sewed to the wrists of the dress 
suffers irreparably during the act of drawing 
the coat on. To prevent which a pocket- 
handkerchief folded smoothly may be used 
in lieu of a tape, in a way that will suggest 
itself to the reader. 

The latest fashionable novelty exhibits it- 
self in the shape of large Japanese sun- 
shades made to resemble Dunstable straw, 
and loaded with flowers of monstrous size— 
notably sunflowers. It is impossible to make 
these unwieldy canopies lie in close compact 
folds, like those of silk; no attempt is made, 
therefore, to produce that effect. Bulky and 
bulging, tike a veritable Gamp, a piece of rib- 
bon is fastened around the centre as tightly 
as may be, thus preventing any undesired 
expansion. It need hardly be said that this 
gaudily-decorated sunshade is thoroughly 
bizarre, and somewhat ridiculous also. But 
there are sunshades and sunshades, for in- 
finit is their variety, ranging from those cost- 
ing $40 down to the very nnpretending para- 
sol of white sateen, with its border of 
stamped flowers and its painted wooden 
handie—simple in the extreme, yet by 
no means ridiculous, as shear imitations too 
often prove. tween the wide extremes of 
the styles illustrated there is endless scope 
for variety and choice. The parasol is grow- 
ing to be an expensive item in a fashionable 
woman's wardrobe. In days past, a sun um- 
brella for shopping, and one handsome par- 
asol for nice,“ was deemed quite sufficient 
to shelter her from the fierce rays of the 
summer sun. Nowadays there must be one 
to match each walking costume, one to carry 
with light — dress, a tiny parapluie 
for carriage use, and several very expensive 
and elaborate ones for full-dress occasions— 
two, at least of these last mentioned—one of 
white satin or moiré, elegantly decorated 
and richly lined, the other of black, profuse- 
ly trimmed with Spanish lace and brightened 
with clusters of roses and foliage.

Commissioner Lawrence’s Rejoinder to 
Commissioner Woodard, 
CHICAGO, June 2, 1888.—The Hon. Wilard 
Woodard, President of West Park Board: Inotice 
in this morning’s TRIBUNE an article over your 
signature, in reply to one in Wednesday's issue, 
in which you seek so plainly to convinoe the 
public that some Commissioner is its author and 
that | am that Commissioner, that I propose to 
reply, and | commence it by asserting that any 
mun, Commissioner or otherwise, who seeks to 
convey such an impression simply lies. I had 
nothing to do with either writing it or inspiring 
it. 
It may be, Commissioner Woodard, that I have 
carried rocks in my pocket. So long as I am 
not charged with carrying anything more metal- 
lic in character in consequence of my official 
connection with the improvement of Washing- 
ton boulevard I shall not complain. 
Had I pot made constant complaints and a de- 
termined stand regarding these rocks, the 
quarry at Waterloo would bave been placed 
bodily upon the street, in my judgment, eo far 
as you are concerned, and, instead of the $3,000 
ulready needlesly paid for une granit to cover 
them, only the Almighty knows where these 
payments of extras would end. You are the 
man who lives within a halt block of the street, 
and who has looked upon its building every day 
since its commencement, and as a Commissioner 
associated with you too often for my comfort 
Or self-respect, | have never heard you utter 


one syllable ef complaint against all these out- 


raweous evaesions of the contract, and I know 
that you both argued against and voted against 
the following resolution which I introduced, 
wuich, if adopted and enforced, would have pre- 
vented the necessity of these balls for extras: 

In view of the fact that the granit top dress- 
ing costs $4.89 per yard—

A. Tyrreil, R., in convincing heavy taxpayers 
of its desirability in the emergency in whieh 
your siackness and incom petency had placed us, 

You seize an occasion to reply to an over- 
stated criticiam of the board’s conduct, connect- 
ing me witd its authorship, of whieh | am inno- 
cent. It so tender, why not as eagerly seize tne 
occasiog to reply to otner criticisms made in ro- 
gard to the building of the street. And. while 
upon the subject, why don't you explain why 
you ordered the coutractors last week (with a 
contract soarcely more than balf finished now, 
gutters included, which was contracted to b 
finished by June 15, and that au extension of ip 
to be paid within #26V0of ail then due them, when 
by the terms of the contract 6 per cent was to 
be withheld to secure a fair settlement, and 
when all other payments were  disere- 
tionary upon the progress and  char- 
acter of the work. The adjustment 
all financial matters was placed in your 
hands by a vote of the board, Commissioner 
Thompsen and myself alone dissenting. Upon 
you alone rests the responsibility for this. Have 
Amberg & Co. been such prompt and satis- 
factory contractors as to deserve such evidences 
of confidence and friendship’ Aud while upon 
the subject, please inform those assessed why 
James N. Clark was awarded the collection of 
the assessments, instead ot allowing the Secre- 
tary to collect it, saving the $4,000. The Secre- 
tary and his assistant have had their salary in- 
creased $750 for the year. 

You have used the term lies so freely in 
your letter that l append the record of the board, 
and let the pubi‘c judge who “lies” when you 
say Judge Rogers appointed James N. Clark 
collector. 

* Adjourned to regular meeting April 6, 1881. A 
report was received from the Finance Commit- 
tee recommending that James N. Clark be 
chosen collector of the Washington street fund 
assessment, provided proper arrangements 
could be made as regards compensation, which 
was approved on motion of Commissioner Bren- 
nock.

filing of a satisiactwry bond with this board 
by said Clark. Which was carried. 

“Commissioner Woodward moved that the 
subjéct of compensation to be paid to the col- 
lector be referred to the Finance Committee, to 
report at the next meeting of the board. Car- 
ried.“ 

“Adjourned to regular meeting Wednesday, 
April 14, 1881. A communieation from Pleasant 
Amick offering to collect the Washington street 
assessment for l per cent of the amount col- 
lected was, on motion of Commissioner Wood- 
ard, temporarily laid on the table. 

“A report from the Committee on Finance 
recommending that James N. Clark be paid 1% 
per cent on all moneys collected by him as col- 
lector of the Washington street assessment was 
adopted.” 

The above, from the records at the park office, 
show who appointed James N. Clark collector 
and the part you took in his appointment, and 
that Judge Rowers in his judicial capacity simply 
coafirmed your appointment.

Stocks opened and closed weak. The depres- 
Sion was attributed to a bear raid by room 
traders, directed especially against Jersey Cen- 
tral, Louisville & Nashville, and Denver & Rio 
Grande. Jersey Central was weaker because 
the books had been closed for the coming elec- 
tion, and the demand for stock for voting pur- 
poses had ceased.

ferent places, on July. There was little doing in 
the new style of trading in wheat, and the mar- 
ket weakened, in sympathy with corn, Pro- 
visions were quite dull, with little lite 

in any department, though meats were strong. 
Mess pork closed 2160 lower, at $19.77%@I19.80 for 
July and $19.92'4@19.95 for August. Lard closed 
a shade lower, at $11.4244@11.45 seller July and

A member of the Board of Trade desires us to 
note that on June 14, in 1878, half the corn delt 
of Central Illinois was said to be unplanted. 
Yet tnat year gave a larger corn crop in the 
United State than that of any previous year. 
There is room for hope, though the weather is 
certainly villainous enough to excite grave 
fears as to the future. It is making the country 
bullish on corn, most of the buying being on 
country orders, and the people there ought to 
known how it is, but they are sometimes mis- 
taken. 

Rumors were flying around yesterday to the 
effect that some radical changes in the produce 
business may occur about the time the Board of 
Trade moves to its new quarters. It is whis- 
peretl that a sufficient number of its members 
will unite with the Open Board to give that a 
good hold on the spot business of the North- 
west, and possibly share with the other organi- 
zation a large part of the produce trade.

Real Estate quiet, but More Active than 
in 1881. 

Real estate continues dull. The weather bas 
beeu against it, and the general conditions of 
business have been unfavorable to new invest- 
ments.

and that operates against sales. Speculative 
activity there is none.

Appropriations for the Calumet. 

Congressman Aidrich wrote as follows to a 
Chicago gentiewan about the appropriation for 
the improvement of the Calumet Hiver and 
Harbor: 

The prospects are that only $20,000 will be ob- 
tained for a harbor at South Chicago and notb- 
ing for the river above the barbor. This is a 
very great wrong to us,andin comparison with 
what has been done for otmer rivers, is simply 
outrageous. Congress has voted money 
every year for rivers of very  littie 
importance compared to this; some of them 
have bad appropriations for nearly twenty years, 
and yet this river vf ours is of vastly more im- 
portance to the manufacturing and commercral 
Word. Weshail get an appropnmation for the 
further survéy of tie river into the State of In- 
diana. Then another effort will be made to get 
justice done us. The vast sums ef money re- 
quired or demands for appropriation Upon the 
great riyers of the country seem to prevent the 
committee from doing justice to the smaller 
ones. The Mississippi alone demands $5,000,000 
or over, and the River and Harbor bill has al- 
ready assumed such dimensions that the eom- 
mittee is afraid to increase the amount. It is 
hoped that the West will some time bave a fair 
representation on this committee, when better 
results may be looked for. 


Real Estate in New York. 
An interesting occurrence in the New York 
real-estate murket last week was tbe sale of 
part of the Jumel estate. This included the 
famous Jumel mansion, overlooking the Harlem, 
where Washington once bad his beadquarters, 
and where a great many Revolutionary mem- 
ories dave their homes. The Jumel mansion 
and grounds, consisting of thirty city lots, be- 
tween the public drive, Jumel Terrace, and One 
Hundred and Sixtieth and One Hundred and 
Sixty-second streets, were first offered for 
sale. The place was sold to Nelsoh Chase, who 
has occupied the mansion for fifty years, and 
who married the daughter of Mme. Jumel. Mr. 
Chase's bid, which secured the property, was 
$45,000. lt was said that this was fully $20,000 
more than was expected for it. Property on the

The Present and Future—Something 
Worth Thinking Of, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
CHicaGco, June 3.—About two years ago the 
writer of this article cautioned manufacturers 
through the press to look a leedie out,” and 
not flood the country with their wares simply be- 
cause there was an unprecedented demand for 
everything. After the War there was a demand 
for everything, and the rusty machinery that 
had lain idle during the War wus oiled up and 
setin motion. Thore was nothing but * boom ” 


in every branch of industry. Railroads were 
stretched. across’ the land in every direction, 
rolling-mills were tired up. agriculturai imple- 
ment manufacturers were crowded with orders, 
the manufacturers of cotton and woolen goods 
were busy, likewise the boot and shoe men, and, 
in short, the whole United States was a bive of 
industry. Even the agriculturists spread their 
broad acres without limit, and they, like the 
manufacturers, have “overdone the thing.” 
There has been an overproduction of every- 
thing, and now tue crash is coming—or, in 
fact, has come; but the masses are 
ignorant of that fuct. Three months 
bence there will be a diswal time in this coun- 
try, and it behooves all who bave wenlth and in- 
tiuence which has been gained by the last tew 
years of unprecedented prosperity to look at the 
matter in its true light, do something, or make 
an effort, to avert the impending calamity. 

The present indications are that before the 
close of the year there will be millions of tabor- 
ere and mechznics out of employment in this 
country by reason of overproduction. With a 
little judicious management on the part of cap- 
italists and manufacturers the laborers may be 
let down easy and a moderate business carried 
on that will yield at least a living to the laborers 
and a fair protit to their employers. Business- 
men can very easily arraoge matters so that the 
laboring classes may gain a living until the pres- 
ent stock is used up sulfficientiy to warrant an 
increase of rates and quantity of production. 

It has been said that corporations have no 
souls,“ and this may be true, but it is certainly 
better for those who employ thousands tu keep 
them busy ou iow wages and small protits 
(or even no profits at all) than to 
close their mills in the free of millions 
of paupers. It falls to the lot of the wealthy to 
support the poor in a great measure, and they 
can make laborers comfortable more cheapiv by 
employing them at low wages than to allow them 
to remain idle. It is not ditticull to asvertainp the 
probabie demand for any article for the next 
year, and by keeping within reasonable limits 
there will be no over or excessive production. 
Ao association of manufacturing men on a spe- 
= line of goods can, by a very little investiza- 

n, ascertain bow much each one should man- 
ufacture, and keep about even with the demand. 
The war between labor and capital will cease 
when the former is satisfied with bread and but- 
ter and the latter with coffers reasonabiy full, 
and now is the time fur all mankiod to consider 
tne situation. Let the strikers beware of the 
wolf, and the corporations will do well to con- 
sider what they may expect if the country shail 
be overrun witb idle men, which wül certainly 
be the case unless active measures are taken to 
avert the calamity. Men of influence are the. 
ones to actin the premises, and it is boped the 
matter wil be looked to at once in its true light 
by both laborers and capitalists.

Phenic Acid, Consumption, and Diph- 
theria. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tridune, 

CHicaGo, June L—In this late phenic acid 
craze which bas burst upon Chicago we witness 
the tendency of the public mind to accept as 
facts wat in reality are only assertions of be- 
lief. Now phenic acid sounds well to the aver- 
awe mind, which is too busy with active duties 
of life to investigate the subject. Even salera- 
tus does not sound at all familiar to us when 
spoken of as potassium bicarbonate; aud com- 
mon salt almost loses its savor, at least to the 
ear, when we hear of it as natrum muriaticum. 
We bave detected the unsavory scent of car- 
bolic acid in all our bomes, until we have grown 
quite familiar with its antiseptic qualities asa 
common disinfectant for sink and water-closet, 
but whena French savaut, through an inter- 
preter, tells us of a wonderful new agent, phenic 
acid, which is a panacea for all our ills ‘(provid- 
ing always that our lis are of zymotic origin 
and hatch out of bacteria germs, as they 
are presumed to do) we do not at once 
recoguize the stranger as our old friend carbolic 
acia, which in truth it is—only this and nothing 
more. It is the original name for carbolic acid 
ana the identical substance, being a product de- 
rived from coal-tar in the destructive distiila- 
tion of coal, in a similar manner as creosote is a 
product from the destructive distillation of 
wood, and which substance it closely resembles. 

We ali know and admit that carbolic acid, or, 
to give it its more obscure uame. phenic acid, is 
a good antiseptic and an effective destroyer of 
germs. We know niso that it is a powerful 
caustic and capable of destroying tissues as well 
as germs. But the public mind perhaps docs 
not know that the germ theory of disease is re- 
jected by some of the best scientists of the age, 
prominent among them the eminent student of 
animal tissues and medical microscopy, Lionel 
Beale. We are told that diphtheria is caused by 
the presence of bacteria in the tissues of 
the throat; and now some one appears to 
tell us that consumption is caused by a para- 
site la the lungs. All of which reminds 
us of Charles Dudley Warner's method of scar- 
ing smali boys irom bis melon vines: Beware 
of these meioas; they contain protopiasm!” 
was painted upon a board and posted in his gar- 
den. In like manner science posts up placard, 
Beware of bacterial They have been found 
in certain diseases!"" But they fail to add, as 
also might Charles Dudley Warner have added, 
“and everywhere else!” 

The theory of the d 
this: that disease is du 
ing gerins, bacteria or 80 
that phenic acid, being 
septic and germicide, is there 
and maintain health by virtue of 
destroy germs. The fact which, howev 
most to be known, is that bacteria a 
everywhere, in healthy blood as well asin dis- 
ease. It is true that diseased states and death 
of parts favor the development of tbeir 
germs; that the presence of pus or 
tubercle evidently forms a favorable nidus 
for their multiplication. But that they 
have anything to do with the health or the dis- 
ease Of a part, is by no meats an accepted fact. 
They are in every tissue of the body, in the air 
we breathe, the food we eat, and the water we 
drink. Every person whois familiar with finer 
microscopical work is familiar with the fact that 
so far from being startied by the discovery of 
bacteria in any substance one only wonders if 
there is any substance which does not contain 
them. 

The bacteria germ is only about a bundred- 
thousandth of an inch in diameter, requiring] a 
magnifying power ot 2,000 diameters, or more 
than thirty times less tban the blood- cell, of 
which the body is supposed to contain some 25 
billiuns, each of which, as may be seen, might 
contain a small colony of bacteria germs and 
stili have plenty of room. And there is really 
no reason to suppose that any tissue of the body 
is vitiated by the presence of these low forms 
of life any more than the air is vitiated 
by the presence of insects. It is true, 
however, that all putrescent substances 
swarm with bacteria, and that the 
life and health of tissues hold their more 
active development in abeyance. But precisely 
the same remarx applies to the deposition and 
development of the germs of flice in putrescent 
matter; and certainly no one would claim that 
flies were the cause of putrescence, and there- 
fore the cause of certain infectious diseases! 

Nothing could be more absurd than to pro- 
nounce consumption a parasitic disease Simply 
because a few observers in very isolated cnuses 
have discovered parasites in the products of this 
malady, while older and more careful observers 
uu ve been studying the morbid products of the 
disease for years witbout findine grounds for 
arriving at any sucb conciusion. 

I would not for one moment undervalue any 
of the virtues of carbolie or phenie acid, or fail 
in appreciation of what it has accomplisbed as a 
disinfectant and antiseptic agent. But be- 
fore we pronounce it a panacea for 
consumption and diphtheria because these 
diseases are caused by a parasite, we must first 
be sure that our major premise is correct, which 
in trath is tar from being demonstrated. What 
we wantin medicine is more independent per- 
sonal thought and study and less blind accept- 
ance of authority. And while it is our duty and 
our privilege to put ourseives in an attitude of 
becoming docility upon the phenic-acid ques- 
tion, let us by all means try to save our patients 
and ourselves from the humiliation of repeat- 
ing another craze like the biue-giagss experience, 
still so fresh in memory. And before we advise 
people to inject phenle acid or any other acid 
into the blood it would be well to recall the fact 
that bealthy bioond is always of alkaline reaction, 
and that the fluid excretions and the exhalations 
of the body very piainly indicate that nature 
seeks to rid herself of acid in the blood,
